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Growth in population usually followed by distemper, expert says

The raccoon population in HRM 
is exploding. 

“And when their populations 
are really high, they usually get 
hit with distemper,” said Jenny 
Costelo, a wildlife technician with 
Natural Resources. 

“I’ve worked through two dis¬ 
temper outbreaks already (in 20 
years) and I know I’m heading for 
a third.” 

Distemper is a neurological 
disease that can be passed from 
raccoons to cats and dogs, and it 


can be fatal. A raccoon with dis¬ 
temper isn’t violent, rather it can 
exhibit strange behaviour like 
seizures or it may not move even 
when provoked. 

Clem Arseneault has had more 
than a few run-ins with raccoons. 

Once, a couple years ago, he 
thought he might be dealing 
with a rabid raccoon in Lower 
Sackville. Two raccoons — one 
which had a swollen tongue and 
was drooling — trotted up the 
street on Halloween. 

“I called the RCMP, animal 
control and they said I’m to rent 
a trap, trap it, and dispose of it 
myself,” he said. “But I wasn’t al- 


what to do 


• There are raccoon-proof garbage 
cans available. 

• To make your garbage cans 
raccoon-proof, secure garbage cans 
to a deck or tree so they can't be 
tipped over, and stretch a bungee 
cord over top of the lid. 

• Nuisance wildlife officers can be 
hired to trap and remove raccoons. 

lowed to kill it.” 

Raccoons don’t have rabies, as¬ 
sured Costelo. “Rabies in land 
mammals is virtually non-exis¬ 
tent in the province.” 


And raccoons snarling and act¬ 
ing aggressive is just their natu¬ 
ral behaviour, Costelo added. 

The day after the Halloween 
incident, a raccoon attacked Ar¬ 
seneault’s girlfriend who was 
taking the garbage out. A neigh¬ 
bour sprung into action and 
killed it with a stick. 

Raccoons are actually a protect¬ 
ed species, and the only people 
who are allowed to kill them are 
licensed trappers, Costelo said. 

“You don’t want people taking 
the law into their own hands and 
put out antifreeze,” Costelo said. 
“There are humane ways to put 
animals down.”

Review of gas-price 
regulation coming

Sometime in the next 10 
days, the province will put 
out a request for proposals 
to review its gas-regulation 
program. 

Dale Madill, policy analyst 
with Service Nova Scotia, 
said yesterday the first six- 
month review of gas regula¬ 
tion in 2006 occurred mostly 
during the winter months, 
which prevented an accu¬ 
rate read of how the policy 
worked. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil yesterday called on 
the government again to get 
rid of gas-price regulation, 
saying that while the rest of 
the country enjoyed a four 
to five cent decrease in gas 


prices last week, Nova Sco¬ 
tians missed out because of 
regulation. 

Madill said it’s difficult to 
say whether regulation re¬ 
duces costs for the con- 
sumer.“There’s no way to 
compare it,” he said. 

But cheaper gas wasn’t the 
main goal of regulation, any¬ 
way. “We were trying to pro¬ 
vide stability for consum¬ 
ers,” he said. 

A senior associate for a 
Calgary-based petroleum 
marketing consultant group, 
said there’s not much in gas 
regulation for the consumer. 

“There’s no data to sup¬ 
port that regulation over the 
long term in all the markets 
we looked at has lowered 
prices to consumers,” sid 
Catherine Hay of MJ Ervin 
and Associates. 


Barrington St. getting new lights

Crime rates still dropping 


But violent-crime rates in the province higher than other parts of Canada

Crime rates in the 
province are down, but 
not compared to the rest 
of the country. 

According to a Statistics 
Canada report released yes¬ 
terday, overall crime in 
Canada was down seven 
per cent in 2007 compared 
with 2006, and down eight 
per cent in Nova Scotia. 

But the rate of violent 
crime in the province con¬ 
tinues to beat out several 
others, including Quebec, 
Ontario and the rest of the 
Atlantic Provinces. 

The report says the high¬ 
est overall and violent- 
crime rates in Canada oc¬ 
curred in the western met¬ 
ropolitan areas — with the 
exception of Saint John, 
N.B., Thunder Bay and Hali¬ 
fax, which came in fifth, 
sixth and seventh place re¬ 
spectively in a group of 18 
mid-sized cities. 

Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke said the decrease in 
overall crime in the pro¬ 
vince speaks to the 80 po¬ 
lice officers added to the 
streets in 2007. 

“It’s veiy encouraging to 
see that for the third con¬ 
secutive year, crime rates 
are down in Nova Scotia,”

Violent crime in Nova 
Scotia has decreased six per 
cent and property crime 
was down by 12 per cent. 

Robberies were down 25 
per cent and motor vehicle 
thefts down 23 per cent.

Const. Jeff Carr with the 
Halifax Regional Police 
said the department is 
most pleased with the re¬ 
duction of violent crime in 
the city. 

Although youth crime in 
the province is down four 
per cent, NDP MLA Graham 
Steele said the government 
is failing to address youth 
crime and the only area it’s 
actually dropped is in com¬ 
mon assaults. 

Serious assaults by youth 
in Nova Scotia are up 31 per 
cent and sexual assaults up 
21 per cent, he said.

Smoking ban, retailers scandal blamed by gaming corp. as reasons for decrease

Nova Scotians spent less 
money on VLTs and lottery 
tickets over the past year, 
new data shows. 

The government took in 
$348 million from gaming 
activity over the last fiscal 
year. That’s a nearly six per 
cent drop from the year be¬ 
fore, mostly due to less 
money being spent on lot¬ 
tery tickets and VLTs. 

The Nova Scotia Gaming 
Corp. attributes the drops 
to the provincial smoking 
ban and the scandal involv¬ 
ing retailers winning more 
lotteries than they should. 

“We’re still feeling the 
effects of the 100 per cent 
smoking ban,” said Gam¬ 
ing Corp. spokeswoman 
Laura Kiley. 


“That came in in late 
2006, so it obviously con¬ 
tinued to have a ripple ef¬ 
fect into 2007.” 

Profits from lotteiy tick¬ 
ets had been rising every 
year since 2004 but took a 
nosedive this year, falling 
by about five per cent. 

Lotteiy winnings became 
a big issue last year after the 
CBC’s Fifth Estate revealed 
retailers were winning sev¬ 
eral times more than they 
should have been statistical¬ 
ly. After a local investiga¬ 
tion, it was revealed Nova 
Scotia retailers won at 10 
times the rate of the public. 

“On the ticket-lottery 
line, revenue is down by 
about $11.7 million ... Cus¬ 
tomer confidence, we be¬ 
lieve, has played a role,” 
said Kiley. “But we’ve 
made some adjustments 
towards restoring that con¬ 
fidence.”

Fast ferries are a step 
closer to setting sail in 
Halifax Harbour. 

The city has issued a 
tender for expressions of 
interest to Canadian and 
international firms to de¬ 
sign, build and deliver at 
least two Bedford fast fer¬ 
ries. 

The wheelchair accessi¬ 
ble vessels would carry up 
to 250 passengers and 
transport up to a dozen 
bicycles for the 12-lcilo- 
metre run between Mill 
Cove and downtown Hali¬ 
fax. 

“We’re just testing the 
water to see who might 
be out there to be able to 


respond,” said Mayor Pe¬ 
ter Kelly. 

Kelly says the estimated 
$ 30-million project 

wouldn’t solely benefit 
residents of his con¬ 
stituency in Bedford, 
adding that the goal is to 
bring fast ferry service to 
Purcells Cove, Eastern 
Passage, Woodside, Dart¬ 
mouth, Shannon Park and 
Rockingham. 

“It has to start some¬ 
where,” he said. 

Quinpool-Connaught 
Coun. Sheila Fougere isn’t 
on board. She says there 


isn’t a good business plan 
for a 250-passenger ferry 
travelling at 50 km/h. 

A two-year-old study 
commissioned by the city 
shows that ferries should 
carry 350 passengers and 
travel 65 km/h to cover 
costs. 

Plus fuel prices, which 
were factored into the re¬ 
port, have since gone up 
25 per cent. 

“(The project) might be 
very sexy, but for all prac¬ 
tical intents and purposes 
we don’t have the data to 
support (it)” said Fougere 


who’s running for mayor. 

“We have to be chasing 
after what’s a wonderful 
idea, but in a format 
that’s supportable finan¬ 
cially by the taxpayers of 
the municipality.” 

City transportation 
manager David McCuslcer 
says the ferries would be 
economically viable. 

“Reducing the size is to 
lessen our risk on how big 
the market potential will 
be,” McCuslcer said. 

“Our preference is to 
start at a smaller scale 
and then scale up if we 
need to.” 

McCuslcer said the city 
intends to have the serv¬ 
ice running by 2010. 

He said $ 14-million of 
federal and municipal 
cash has already been set 
aside. 


Housing market to continue climb: Experts

In a recent survey, two- 
storey homes showed the 
biggest price jump of 19.7 
per cent with an average 
price of $271,667. 

Detached bungalows in¬ 
creased a bit to 1.2 per 
cent, and condo prices rose 
6.6 per cent for an average 
price of $154,500. 


Cash, coke and 
‘flop’ testimony

It’s never a good idea to fly 
with $32,000 cash in your 
suitcase. 

It’s an even worse idea if 
there are traces of cocaine 
on the handle. 

And if you’re claiming to 
be carrying massive 
amounts of cash because 
you’re heading to a big B.C. 
poker tournament, you 
might want to make sure 
there’s actually a major 
tournament going on. 

These were the gaping 
holes in Kevin Patrick 
Hobbs’ stoiy, and they got 
the Halifax man convicted 
on charges of possessing 
proceeds-of-crime cash and 
trying to transport it. 

In a written decision re¬ 
leased yesterday, Nova Sco¬ 
tia Supreme Court Justice 
Felix Cacchione described 
Hobbs’ testimony as “a 
flop.” 

“On the whole, Hobbs’ 
evidence was not truthful 
or convincing. It is not be¬ 
lieved or accepted,” Cac¬ 
chione wrote. 

Hobbs’ trial was held in 
May and June in Halifax. 

Police stopped Hobbs as 


Cacchione pointed out Hobbs 
was paying $2,000 a month 
rent, leased a $1,000 a month 
Cadillac and paid $1,300 in 
cash for a dog — all without 
a visible source of income ex¬ 
cept his claim that he was a 
poker player. 

he embarked on a less than 
24-hour trip to Vancouver 
April 8, 2005, a trip he’d 
booked the day before. They 
found no drugs in the bag, 
but traces of cocaine on the 
handle and Hobbs’ clothing, 
along with the heat-sealed 
plastic bags his cash was 
packed in. 

When they raided his 
home at Chelton Woods 
Lane, they found a marijua¬ 
na grow operation, but 
Hobbs claimed he no longer 
lived there. 

Hobbs claimed he was fly¬ 
ing at the last minute to a 
poker tournament at the 
River Rock Casino, and 
that’s why he had all the 
money on him. The casino 
said it only had minor tour¬ 
naments during that 
month, and they didn’t 
have the large buy-ins 
Hobbs claimed.

Canadian draws controversy 


Mixed response to artist's New Yorker cover

Public outcries, condemna¬ 
tions by politicians, heated 
dialogue on 24 -hour news 
channels — it’s a perfect 
day's handiwork for a Cana¬ 
dian editorial cartoonist. 

That’s the response to the 
illustration on the cover of 
the July 21st edition of the 
New Yorker by Connecticut- 
based Canadian ex-pat Bar¬ 
ry Blitt that depicts U.S. pre¬ 
sumptive presidential nom¬ 
inee Barack Obama and his 
wife Michelle as Islamic ex¬ 
tremist terrorists fist bump¬ 
ing in the Oval Office. Be¬ 
hind them on the wall sits a 
portrait of Osama bin Laden 
as the American flag bums 
in the fireplace under it. 

While the magazine calls 
the cartoon — which has 


galvanized opinions and 
sparked worldwide debate 
— satire, others including 
spokespersons for both 
Obama’s and U.S. Senator 
John McCain’s presidential 
campaigns deride it as 
“tasteless and offensive.” 

Blitt, who refused inter¬ 
views Wednesday, released 
an earlier statement to the 
Huffington Post saying: “I 
think the idea that the 
Obamas are branded as un¬ 
patriotic (let alone as ter¬ 
rorists) in certain sectors is 
preposterous. It seemed to 
me that depicting the con¬ 
cept would show it as the 
fear-mongering ridiculous¬ 
ness that it is.” 

Blitt is no stranger to 
controversy. In 2004, he 
was named in a lawsuit ex¬ 
media baron Conrad Black 
filed against Toronto Life 


for depicting the ex-media 
baron jubilantly arriving in 
hell. 

But the contentious dis¬ 
cussion the cover has gen¬ 
erated is just indicative of a 
job well done, says Toronto 
Star editorial cartoonist 
Patrick Corrigan, who lauds 
the New Yorker cover. 

“It’s an excellent car¬ 
toon. It’s hard-hitting and 
it does everything it’s sup¬ 
posed to do,” says Corrigan. 
“But in this case, the target 
was the right-wing media 
like FoxNews that have de¬ 
scribed Obama in this way. 
That isn’t made clear here. 
The audience the New 
Yorker is speaking to, the 
swanky Manhattan crowd, 
they’ll get it. But a casual 
reader who isn’t interested 
in politics will take this lit¬ 
erally.”

Beijing in lockdown mode 

Pre-Games security crackdown continues as foreigners exit in droves 


Is the Olympic party over 
even before it begins? 

With eveiy passing day, Bei¬ 
jing is slowly going into 
lockdown. 

Foreigners are being scru¬ 
tinized more than ever be¬ 
fore, random security 
checks have begun on the 
city’s subways and visa re¬ 
strictions continue to tight¬ 
en. Whether Beijing’s 
Olympics can be the open, 
welcoming, joyous celebra¬ 
tion for which the Games 
have come to be known is 
questionable. 

But one thing is certain: 
Canada’s Derek Hilden- 
brand won’t be here. 

The 29-year-old Web mar¬ 
keting specialist from Banff, 
Alta., has called Beijing 
home for 4 1/2 years. 

But on Canada Day, he 
left for Eastern Europe — a 
casualty of the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment’s visa regulations 
being more strictly en¬ 


forced as the countdown to 
the Games quickens. 

Like countless thousands 
of foreigners, Hildenbrand 
was in Beijing on an easily 
renewable F-visa. Now the 
government has terminated 
F-visas — and he’ll have to 
reapply from abroad. 

“It’s a major hassle,” 
Hildenbrand said. 

“And trying to find an¬ 
swers from the government 
is impossible. No one seems 
to know what’s going on.” 

It’s all part of the ever- 
tightening stranglehold of 
security that has gripped 
the city since the beginning 
of the new year. 

With more than 100 
heads of state coming to the 
Games, and the eyes of the 
world looking on, Chinese 
authorities have become — 
perhaps understandably — 
obsessed with security and 
are trying to examine and 
re-examine the status of 
every foreigner in Beijing. 


National image counts, 
too. 

Authorities have been 
shutting down selected 
bars, magazines, dissidents 
and websites — anyone and 
anything they feel might 
adversely effect China’s rep¬ 
utation. 

“They want this to be an 
absolutely perfect presenta¬ 
tion,” says Gilbert Kerclc- 
hove, a Beijing-based con¬ 
sultant. “They don’t want to 
leave anything to chance.” 

For young Westerners 
who in recent years have 
flooded into Beijing — 
bringing their party spirit 
with them — it could be the 
end of an era, or at the very 
least, a long hiatus. 

“There have been a lot of 
clampdowns,” says Hilden¬ 
brand, “and it just doesn’t 
seem to be as much fun.” 

Legitimately or other¬ 
wise, foreigners have been a 
target. 

In the words of the China

Law Blog, an award-winning 
Chinese website: “China’s 
law enforcement against 
foreigners is constantly get¬ 
ting stricter and the pace 
has only accelerated in the 
last few months.” 

The visa restrictions 
pushing many Westerners 
out today are only the most 
recent escalation of ever- 
tightening security. 

But China’s security con¬ 
cerns are real, Kerckhove 
says, adding: “They’re 
scared to death, especially 
about the possibility of an 
airborne attack.” 

Just yesterday, officials 


announced Beijing will re¬ 
strict aircraft landing and 
taking off during the open¬ 
ing ceremony on Aug. 8 due 
to security concerns. 

And last month, Chinese 
security officials revealed 
batteries of surface-to-air 
missiles have been placed 
within 800 metres of the 
Bird’s Nest stadium, the ar¬ 
chitectural centrepiece of 
the Games that will host 
the opening and closing cer¬ 
emonies. 

But the visa clampdown 
will come with adverse con¬ 
sequences for legitimate 
businesses. 

“Business is diying up,” 
Kerckhove says, noting that 
delays in getting visas have 
meant business trips to Chi¬ 
na and meetings have had 
to be rescheduled and even 
cancelled. He predicts that 
for the next two 
months,“industry and trade 
is going to grind to a halt.”

10 things you should know if you’re going to Beijing 


The Beijing Olympics prom¬ 
ise to be the most security¬ 
conscious ever. China has 
even released a list of dos 
and don'ts for visitors: 

1. If a foreigner stays in the 
home of a Chinese resident, 
she must report to the local 
police within 24 hours. 

2. A foreigner operating a 
motor vehicle must hold a 
state-issued temporary 
driver's permit. 

3. All of China is not open to 
foreigners, who may not trav¬ 


el to prohibited areas 
without permission. 

4. Places of entertainment 
may not operate between 
2 a.m. and 8 a.m. 

5. Foreigners must carry pass¬ 
ports at all times. Police can 
examine your documents at 
any time. 

6 . China forbids the display of 
insulting slogans and 
banners promoting religious, 
political or ethnic slogans in 
Olympic stadiums. 

7. To hold a rally, demonstra¬ 


tion or protest, application 
must be made to the Public 
Security Office. 

8 . Prostitution is forbidden. 

9. Guns and ammunition, 
crossbows, daggers and simi¬ 
lar weapons are not permit¬ 
ted without authorization. 

10. To burn, damage, 
inscribe, stain, stomp on or 
by any other means deface 
the Chinese flag or other em¬ 
blems of China in a public 
place is a criminal offence.

The economy sucks, base¬ 
ball is far too slow for the 
fast-paced world in which 
we live, and MLB commis¬ 
sioner Bud Selig is pretty 
well a buffoon. 

And yet, despite these 
three undeniable factballs, 
big-league baseball is 
somehow not striking out. 
Rather, it is defying the 
odds. As it launches the 
post-All-Star-Game portion 
of its schedule, MLB is ac¬ 
tually on pace to reach a 
mind-boggling attendance 
record — 80-million spec¬ 


tators. 

While companies 

throughout Canada and 
the United States are fold¬ 
ing, while mortgages can¬ 
not be paid, and while gas 
tanks cannot be filled, 
turnstiles at MLB parks 
somehow spin at an un¬ 
precedented rate. 

What gives? 

Selig’s belief is that 
baseball, for a reason he 
can’t quite figure out, is 
bullet-proof to the econo¬ 
my. He figures families 
might call off long vaca¬ 
tion trips because of the 
absurd gas prices they’re 
dealing with but will still 
be inclined to patronize 
MLB ballparks. 

“I don’t have empirical 
data to support my theo¬ 
ry,” the commish said this 
week. “It’s just something 
I feel, that’s all.” 


Whatever, Selig is either 
the luckiest guy in sports 
or the slyest because, 
somehow, baseball is on 
pace to set its fifth consec¬ 
utive attendance record. 
And that’s remarkable, re¬ 
ally. 

• I still think Selig and 
his stuffed-shirt colleagues 
are out to lunch, however, 
when they continue to de¬ 
fend the most inequitable 
rule difference in sports. 

I mean, why does the NL 
not use a designated hit¬ 
ter? It creates such a dra¬ 


matic disparity between it 
and the AL that it’s almost 
unfathomable. The AL has 
been using the DH since 
1973, for crying out loud. 
The NL still lives in the 
dark ages. 

How ridiculous is it for 
AL pitchers who haven’t 
hit in years suddenly hav¬ 
ing to pretend to do so in 
NL parks, even during the 
World Series? 

• While Selig gets off 
scot-free for his DH dizzi¬ 
ness, he’ll find himself in 
an ocean of hot water if 


Barry Bonds isn’t signed by 
an MLB club soon. 

A few contenders are ex¬ 
pressing interest in Bonds 
— including the Arizona 
Diamondbacks and Detroit 
Tigers — but should he re¬ 
main unemployed in an¬ 
other 10 days or so, look 
for the MLB Players Associ¬ 
ation to file a legal griev¬ 
ance claiming owners and 
executives conspired to 
keep the controversial 
home-run king out of the 
majors.

The first 20 minutes of 
Mamma Mia! are taken up 
with arrivals on a Greek is¬ 
land where Sophie (Aman¬ 
da Seyfried) is getting mar¬ 
ried at the hotel run by 
Donna (Meryl Streep), her 
hippie mother. 

There’s Sophie’s brides¬ 
maids, and Donna’s old 
running mates Rosie (Julie 
Walters) and Tanya (Chris¬ 
tine Baranslci), all of 
whom greet each other 
with a symphony of 
squeals, and by the time 
the cast is belting out 


Dancing Queen, the first 
tremors of a crippling mi¬ 
graine should be lancing 
through your cortex like a 
knitting needle. 

Based on the Broadway 
musical that made ABBA 
songs even more om¬ 
nipresent than they were, 
it’s the story of Sophie’s 
search for her father, after 
learning that he could 
have been any one of three 
men her mother slept with 
during some eventful sum¬ 
mer in the ’70s.

It’s a difficult line 
to walk. The cocksure hero 
can’t be too arrogant, or 
he won’t win our hearts. 
There has to be charm and 
vulnerability in the mix, 
or we won’t care what 
happens.

What follows is a pre¬ 
dictable but entertaining 
story, kind of an Odyssey- 
Star Wars mix for chimps. 

The kids will love Space 
Chimps. Kirk De Micco’s 
script is snappy, and there 
isn’t much downtime in 
the brisk 81 minutes. 

A couple of times, a gag 
is on the verge of being 
too long when De Micco 
wisely moves things along. 

Space Chimps is well 
paced and will keep the 
young ones attentive. 

And although the story 


is tried and true, it still 
holds together for adults. 

Many CGI filmmakers 
tiy to cram in as many 
pop-culture references as 
possible, as if to say “look 
how clever we are!” 

De Micco uses them 
sparingly and effectively 
without getting in the way 
of the narrative.

one character who 
prophetically says, “you ei¬ 
ther die a hero or you live 
long enough to see your¬ 
self become the villain.” 


Wow. Happy days. 

The film begins with 
Gotham City under siege 
by criminals. It turns out 
that the presence of a hero 
like Batman (Christian 
Bale) attracts a darker ele¬ 
ment and none more so 
than psychopathic villain 
The Joker (played by the 
late Heath Ledger). 

The film is really a chess 
game mainly between the 
two opposing players and 
Nolan focuses in on the 
moral struggle of its fasci¬ 
nating lead characters. 

Oh, but they’re not 
alone. Enter District Attor¬ 
ney Harvey Dent (Aaron 
Eckhart), who in his at¬ 
tempt to clean up Gotham, 
gets himself tangled in the 


moral web, which eventu¬ 
ally turns him into a mani¬ 
acal vigilante as well. 

I don’t need to go into 
the plot details for The 
Dark Knight. People will 
flock to this film (and 
rightly so) because Nolan 
creates a stunning visual 
masterpiece and the com¬ 
plexity of an antihero like 
Batman is intriguing, espe¬ 
cially when played so ex¬ 
pertly by Bale (although 
that scratchy Clint East- 
wood impression does get 
a touch annoying after 150 
minutes). 

However, the main rea¬ 
son people may run to see 
this movie is to see the 
much lauded portrayal of 
The Joker by Heath 


Ledger. It’s difficult to 
judge how good Ledger’s 
performance is because it 
is impossible to watch him 
without being influenced 


by the tabloid fanfare sur¬ 
rounding his death (did 
playing The Joker lead him 
to his demise?). 

One thing is certain 


though —it’s a mesmeriz¬ 
ing performance and if for 
no other reason, The Dark 
Knight is worth seeing for 
Ledger.

Following several brain¬ 
storm dinners, McKay 
dreamed up a ridiculous 
story about two feuding 
middle-aged slackers who 
would be forced to cope 
with each other after their 
respective parents met and 
got married. 

The result: the hilarious 
new movie Step Brothers 
(out next Friday). 


As with their previous ef¬ 
fort, Step Brothers mostly 
works because it’s filled 
with moments of inspired 
improvisation and mad¬ 
ness. 


“Adam’s one of the few 
directors who we kind of 
do the take once and then 
we begin improvising 
whether we want to or 
not,” says Ferrell. “It’s un¬ 


usual because most direc¬ 
tors have you work on the 
scene until you have it 
down and then maybe you 
try an extra take just for 
fun.” 

However, Ferrell defends 
the final cut insisting that 
it’s mostly scripted. “We 
improvise a lot in the writ¬ 
ing process so I think even 
our written scenes have 
that kind of back and forth 
feel that make it seem im¬ 
provised.” 

It’s that touch of magic 
that has also turned the 
Step Brother trio into In¬ 
ternet stars. After launch¬ 
ing the website Funny- 
orDie.com, Ferrell and 
McKay garnered even 
more fans with hysterical 
homemade videos like The 
Landlord (starring McKay’s 
foul-mouthed toddler 
Pearl). 

Not only has it been 


viewed over 57 million 
times, but HBO has now in¬ 
vested in FunnyorDie.com 
with plans to produce spe¬ 
cials from the website. 

Step Brothers definitely 
follows the same sense of 
humor found on Funny- 
orDie.com and, specifical¬ 
ly, the only skit that stars 
all three Step Brothers col¬ 
laborators — a sketch 
called The Green Team fea¬ 
turing unusual enviro-tips 
(“a compost bin is a great 
place to store a baby when 
you’re finished with 
them”). 

When asked if that 
might be the next big- 
screen collaboration by the 
trio, McKay responds per¬ 
haps sarcastically, but 
without hesitation: “We’ll 
pitch it.

Hollywood actors, studios keep guiet after meeting 


industry Hollywood stu¬ 
dios and the Screen Actors 
Guild held their third 
meeting since the studios 
declared an end to contract 
negotiations, but the two 
sides parted company 
again without any public 
comment. The uncertain 
outcome of session came 
as the stalemate between 
SAG and the studios’ bar¬ 
gaining agent, the Alliance 
of Motion Picture and Tele¬ 
vision Producers, dragged 
into its third week with no 
final act in sight. 


"A small group from 
AMPTP and SAG met today. 
Both parties agreed that 
the contents of the meet¬ 
ing should be kept pri¬ 
vate," the producers al¬ 
liance said in a statement 
released late on Wednes¬ 
day. No further meetings 
were scheduled. A corre¬ 
sponding message from 
SAG likewise said both 
sides agreed to keep their 
interaction confidential. 

The contract at issue cov¬ 
ers the work of 120,000 
SAG members in prime¬ 


time TV and movies, an in¬ 
dustry still reeling from a 
14-weelc screenwriters 
strike that ended in Febru¬ 
ary. A strike by the actors 
is seen as unlikely. 

SAG, for example, has 
sought higher residual pay¬ 
ments for actors from DVD 
sales and to extend its con¬ 
tract coverage to all made- 
for-Internet programming. 
So far, SAG leaders have 
played down the likelihood 
of a strike, a move that 
would require a 75 per cent 
vote by members. Many in¬ 


dustry watchers doubt SAG 
could muster the support 
in light of lingering fatigue 
from the recent writers' 
work stoppage. 

Much of the entertain¬ 
ment industry already has 
slipped into a de facto strike 
mode, as major studios 
have halted most of their 
productions to avoid costly 
labour disruptions. Accord¬ 
ing to Daily Variety, studios 
are now considering mov¬ 
ing forward with new film 
projects before a settlement

Baruchel on Buried 

Montreal actor grateful when he can stay in Canada

Warner Inc’s AOL are back¬ 
ing a new online video ven¬ 
ture being launched yester¬ 
day aimed at creating a 
new outlet for documen¬ 
tary feature films, a catego¬ 
ry that has struggled to 
gain mainstream atten¬ 
tion. 

Founded by AOL Vice 
Chairman Emeritus Ted 
Leonsis, the site, Snag- 
Films, will offer about 200 
feature-length films initial¬ 
ly, with about 750 avail¬ 
able by the end of the year. 

Instead of relying on of¬ 
fering its films on other 
big Internet video portals 
such as AOL or Microsoft 
Corp’s MSN, SnagFilms will 
let its viewers embed films 
on their own home pages 
or Faceboolc and MySpace 
pages, relying on a strategy 
made popular by sites such 
as Google Inc's YouTube. 

The business is backed 
by Leonsis, AOL co-founder 
and Revolution LLC Chair¬ 
man Steve Case and for¬ 
mer AOL executive and for¬ 
mer Time Warner board 
member Miles Gilburne, 
who is now a venture capi¬ 
talist. 

Former Discovery Com¬ 
munications executive 
Rick Allen is SnagFilms's 
CEO. 

The project was born out 
of Leonsis's realization that 
documentary films, al¬ 
though abundant, have 
few options when it comes 
to being shown in theaters. 

"I'm shocked at how bro¬ 
ken the business infra¬ 
structure is," Leonsis said 
in a telephone interview. 

His documentary 

Nanking, about the Japan¬ 
ese invasion of the Chinese 
province, was eventually 
picked up for theatrical re¬ 
lease, as well as distributed 
by Time Warner's HBO ca¬ 
ble network. But of the 
vast majority of the 7,000 
entries at the 2007 Sun¬ 


dance Film Festival, where 
Nanking made its debut, 
only 120 films were select¬ 
ed for showing and about 
10 actually snatched deals. 

"There's no way anyone 
will make money," Leonsis 
said. 

Over time, he expects 
the site to appeal to more 
viewers than traditional 
documentaiy buffs. 

"Everyone has a camera 
in their telephone. Every¬ 
one's growing up in a 
YouTube world," Leonsis 
said. "Documentary reality 
based programming won't 
be a niched (category), but 
a major way for self ex¬ 
pression." 

FILMANTHROPY 

Films on the service will 
be available for streaming 
on computers for free and 
will be subsidized by ad¬ 
vertising. Half of the ad 
revenue will be split with 
filmmakers. 

A big component of the 
service is filmmakers can 
link their video Web pages 
to charities of their choice. 
Director Morgan Spur¬ 
lock's "Super Size Me" 
page, for instance, pro¬ 
vides links to GlobalGiv- 
ing, a foundation that con¬ 
nects donors with projects. 

As part of the launch, 
SnagFilms is also expected 
to announce it has ac¬ 
quired for an undisclosed 
sum, indie WIRE, a news, 
information and social net¬ 
work for the international 
independent film commu¬ 
nity, SnagFilms said in 
statement. 

At the launch, SnagFilms 
will feature documentaries 
and videos from PBS, Na¬ 
tional Geographic, Sun¬ 
dance Preserve, Peter Jen¬ 
nings Productions, Arts Al¬ 
liance and others. 

AOL will provide the 
technical infrastructure 
and ad sales and will have 
the right to use SnagFilms 
content on AOL sites.

Pre-Emmy hype hits a fever pitch 


numbinated: Ken Ehrlich, 
the executive producer of 
the upcoming Emmy 
awards, is hardly the first 

— and won’t be the last — 
to call the Emmy nomina¬ 
tions announced yesterday 
a “changing of the guard.” 

That was the way he saw 
things yesterday, in an arti¬ 
cle by Miami Herald TV 
critic Glenn Garvin, who 
did the sums on the nomi¬ 
nations and pointed out 
that while the big four net¬ 
works and longtime Emmy 
monolith HBO weren’t ex¬ 
actly shut out — they “still 
collected 290 nominations 
between them, more than 
twice as many as all the 
other channels combined,” 
Garvin points out — but 
the nominations were full 
of more pointed snubs 
than high school before 
prom night. The big news 

— or at least the news 
you’re going to hear most 

— is that this year’s Em-

mys mark the moment 
when basic cable, and not 
just HBO, got their leg up 
over the networks and sur¬ 
veyed the land with a con¬ 
queror’s hunger. 

AMC, FX and Showtime 
each got nominated in the 
prestigious best drama cat¬ 
egory with Mad Men, Dam¬ 
ages and Dexter, respec¬ 
tively, while former net¬ 
work favourites such as 
Grey’s Anatomy and Ugly 
Betty were left with a frac¬ 
tion of the nomination 
nods they’ve gotten in pre¬ 
vious years. HBO, for the 
first time in years, was 
locked out of the best dra¬ 
ma award.

Scrubbing up for 
a new network 


ABC is giving Scrubs the 
sort of heavy network sup¬ 
port that its creator says 
was missing during the 
show’s seven years on NBC. 
The comedy’s production 
will be upgraded to HD 
(high-definition) for its 
eighth-season premiere on 
ABC, and the network has 
commissioned six two- to 
four-minute webisodes to 
give the show extra promo¬ 
tional heft. 

“It was a pleasant sur¬ 
prise to have people from 
the network visit the set, 
because nobody has done 
that in six or seven years,” 
creator/showrunner Bill 
Lawrence said at the Televi¬ 
sion Critics Assn, press tour 
Wednesday. 

“I don’t think that’s NBC 
dropping the ball; I think 
it's the difference of doing a 
show for a network that al¬ 
so produces you.” 

Scrubs, produced by ABC 
Studios, is set to premiere 
midseason. Some have sus¬ 
pected it will be the show's 
final season, and star Zach 
Braff in particular says he’s 


likely headed for an exit. 

“My sense is this is my 
last year,” Braff said. 

Yet Lawrence and ABC 
Entertainment president 
Steve McPherson indicated 
there might be a way to 
keep the comedy going 
with new cast members, a 
la NBC’s revolving-door 
medical drama ER. 

“We do think that it will 
not hopefully be a one-sea¬ 
son situation,” McPherson 
said. 

“We do think there's an 
opportunity after that — 
talking to Zach, talking to 
Bill — and whether all of 
the cast is a part of that, I 
still think there’s a great 
amount of growth there.” 

Still, Lawrence has the fi¬ 
nale — which he’d written 
about four years ago — 
ready to go, and it might fi¬ 
nally reveal the name of 
the janitor (Neil Flynn). 

“We just have to change 
some pop culture refer¬ 
ences,” he said. 

“When you hear the jani¬ 
tor’s name, the show’s

They needn’t feel too 
bad, however, as John 
Adams, their historical 
miniseries starring Paul Gi- 
amatti as the second U.S. 
president, led the pack 
with 23 nominations, and 
a solid lead over runners- 
up 30 Rock (17 nomina¬ 
tions), Mad Men (16 nomi¬ 
nations) and Pushing 
Daisies (12 - more nomina¬ 
tions than actual episodes 
in its truncated first sea¬ 
son, as E! Online pointed 


out.) 

The popularity of John 
Adams is surprising, and 
conspicuous; it looks like 
the sort of prestige project 
that voters feel good about 
supporting, regardless of 
what they felt about it, or 
whether they’d even 
watched it all the way 
through. 

E! Online also pointed 
out that the honeymoon is 
clearly over for Ugly Betty, 
which failed to get a Best 


Comedy series nomina¬ 
tion, while adding that Fox 
was disappointed in its am¬ 
bitions to see Family Guy 
get a nod in the category, 
and become the first ani¬ 
mated show to be nomi¬ 
nated in that category. 

I’m sorry, but Family 
Guy best comedy? It’s not 
even close to being the 
best animated series on 
the air right now — the 
Bizzaro world logic of 
awards shows is abundant¬ 


ly evident in the fact that 
The Simpsons, while years 
from being remotely de¬ 
serving, had never been 
given a nomination. 

And after putting that 
idea out there, I’m going to 
stop thinking about the 
Emmys until their Sept. 21 
air date has come and 
gone.

The motto of this year’s 
Halifax Pride Week offers

able. 

"20 YRS PRD 08” reads the 
licence plate declaring 
the province Canada’s 
Ocean Gayground. 

“It was obvious,” said 
Hugo Dann, chair of Hali¬ 
fax Pride, who announced 
the details of this year’s 
event yesterday. “It’s a 
cheeky little joke, but it 
has been a really success¬ 
ful marketing tool. When 
we went to a conference 
in Ontario, people recog¬ 
nized it.” 

It is also a fitting theme 
for Pride as it marks 20 
years since members of

the local LGBT communi¬ 
ty took part in the city’s 
first parade — some with 
paper bags on their heads 
so they wouldn’t be recog¬ 
nized. 

“Seventy-five very brave 
men and women — in¬ 
cluding Alexa McDonough 
— marching down Spring 
Garden Road at a time 
when the human rights 
act of Nova Scotia had not 
been amended and it was 
still legal to discriminate 
against homosexuals,” 
said Dann. 

He said this year’s Pride 
is really about looking at 


the past and present, a 
fact represented in the se¬ 
lection of this year’s pa¬ 
rade marshals; Leighann 
Wichman and Mike Sang- 
ster. 

Wichman is the execu¬ 
tive director of the Youth 
Project, while Sangster 
was among the original 
marchers in 1988. 

“It wasn’t easy in those 
days, there was a lot of 
fear and trepidations, and 
we thought we could be 
arrested,” said Sangster. 
“It took a lot of courage 
for them to come out and 
march the first time, and I 
want to thank those com¬ 
ing out this year and 
marching now.” 

This year’s parade, 
which takes place Satur¬ 
day, July 26, will also fea¬ 
ture a new route, one 
which will go down Bar¬ 
rington Street for the first 
time. 


“Barrington Street is re¬ 
ally important to our his¬ 
tory,” said Dann. “We will 
be marching past the Tur¬ 
ret Club, we will be 
marching past the Roy 
Building, Green Lantern 
Building, and all of those 
have housed gay bars and 
been instrumental in the 
early years of our coming 
together as a community. 

“And, we are marching 
past Reflections and Ve¬ 
nus Envy, so we are really 
covering the whole gam¬ 
bit of LGBT history on 
that street.”
